Or THE Town oF BRENTWOOD FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRU- 


ARY 15, 1900. 


Whole number of children between the ages of five and fifteen 
as enumerated by ‘Truant Officer, ro2. 

Whole number of children who have attended school in town 
during the year, 126. 

In the school work of the year there have been successes and 
failures. Some pupils have made good progress, others have been 
careless and idle, and have made little advance in thorough educa- 
tion. We feel that the schools have not fallen behind the successes 
of former years. 

The teachers we feel sure have tried to do their best. Some of the 
schools have not been as quiet and orderly as they should have 
been, and hence not as good work has been done as was hoped 
might be. In order that the best work in the school room may be 
done, we not only need a good teacher, but helpful parents, and 
obedient, studious scholars. 

‘The importance of order and wholesome discipline and _faithful- 
ness to study cannot be too persistently insisted upon by all interested 
in our schools. Our school year must be short compared with 
larger towns, and all should contribute to the largest improvement 
while the terms last. 

Frequent absences and tardiness should be corrected. Every 
pupil should get every possible benefit the schools afford every day 
of every week.
